Air Senlce Chief Says He Expeeta t* 
Get at tlie Bottom of the CaBia 
Underlying the Crash ot the 
Bomb. 

Washington, TAb. 23. — Ibjor a«B> 
eral Patrick, chief of the Army Air 
Service, la determined to uncover the 
real cause for destruction ot the army 
dlriglblo Roma, no matter what dlffl- 
cultlos oonfTont his Board ot Inqniry. 

Stirred by reports amanaHng from 
certain army air service officers that 
the cause never could be made known 
due to havoc wrought by the fall and 
fire and the death of 84 officers and 
men, he said. "We are not mwely try- 
Ing, we win find out." 

Meanwhile indications for congres- 
sional investigation of the disaster 
will be made wl.on appropriations for 
the Army Air Service are considered 
by the Houso AppropriatioBB Oom- 
mlttee. 

Testimony will be taken to deter- 
mine whether because ot the nnmor- 
ous dirigible accidents It is wise to 
continue development ot thaao glaat 
airships and whether large anma 
should be appropriated tbr deralop- 
ment ot nontntlammable helium gas. 
Lack of this gas la held by many 
army officers to be responsible for tho 
large death toll in the Roma dlsaatar.

lormer Secretary of the Treasury and Director-Cioiicral of Kiiilroaci>., 
and of hia successor as Director-General, Walker 1). Hin. s. 1„ loi. il.c 
Senate eoininitti t on Tntorstate Commerce is now before iliosi vitally 
interested in our railroad., the 50,000,000 of our people dirwUly aud 
indirectly interested tlirout'li savings bank deposits, insurance poli- 
cies, work and investments. 

Many may reconcile the statements of Mr. Hines when he pro- 
tests apainst Oovernment ownershij) of mir raiivojids. Th.- experi- 
ence of twenty-six months of Federal control of our ruilro.ids w.is a 
lesson which has led to increased taxes on the already bnrdeni d peo 
pie. Til,' soeurity liolders of our railroads are evidentlx in a similar 
frame of mind, if eouversantioual testimony in ditTerenrs parts ol ihi- 
conntry is evidence of their convictions. Hut haw eau -Mr. .Mo.-Vdou s 
testimony be made to jibe with the statement of President Wilson 
when he took possession of the roads December, 27, 1P17 : 

Investors in railway securities may rest assured that their rifitits 
and interests will be as scrupulously looked after by the liovernmeut 
as they could be by the directors of the se^-eral railway systems. 

If his promise was kept why was it m ees.sary for President Wil- 
son to sign on February 28. 1920 the new transportation act, pas.scd 
by a Repnbliean House and Senate » Tj^e parpose of this new trans- 
portation act was to guarantee to the railroads certain conditions 
which would eventually benefit the investors in railroad securities 
tind the people of the United States as well ; for wt- must n-meni1ier 
those 50,000,000 and more of our people interested, directly and indi- 
rectly, in the welfare of our railroads. 

The railroads were returned to their private owners li\ l'resid<-ni 
Wilson on March 1, 1920, two days after he signed the new transpor- 
tation act. In relation to President Wilson's statement that tTie 
rights and interests of investors in railway .securities would be seru- 
pulously looked after by the (.iovemment. and in view of ^r. .Mc- 
Adoo's testimony a quotation fro mthe artielt of Floyd W. Parsons 
in the February number of the World's Work is of interest: 

That any abnormal sums of money were spent for i iiuipment aud 
maintenance during Government eontrol or since rhera appears iia- 
l robable in view of the facts available. During a test period of time 
prior to the taking over of the roads by the Government the carriers 
that were taken under Federal control plaei d .iiiinially on their iims 
an average of something over 90,000,000 ties, 2,00(1.000 tons of rails 
and 17,000,000 cubic yards of baUast, and hardly any onp would be 
bold enough to say that tli.' roii.N prior to the war spent more money 
rn maintenance than was jieressary. 

Yet, daring the twenty-si.\ months of Federal control it is esti- 
:iated that the Government failed to make the same replacement of 
ties by over 30.000,000, failed to make the same replacement of rails 
by over 500,000 tons, and failed to make the same replacement of bal- 
last by over 2,000,000 cubic yards. 

In the matter of equipment 17.5 per cent, of the companies' loco- 
motives and 5.2 per cent, of llicir ears wen- in b.id order when they 
were tume dover to the Government. When the carriers were return- 
ed to their owners 26.9 per cent, of the locomotives were in bad or- 
der. This indicates an undermaintenance amounting to about 7,500 
locomotives and approximately 50,000 freight cars during Govern- 
ment controL 

For twenty-five years many of the politicians of the two major 
parties, for the sake of expediency and self-interost. have attacked 
the railroads of our country, and in many instances the jiroplr have 
heeu misled ijy these politicians. The railroads in times past, liiie 
most hnma ninstitutionB, bare made grevions mistakes. They have 
been dreadfully puoiahed for these mistakes ; .so have been the secur- 
ity holders who in good faith invested their savings in our railroad.s. 

It may be recalled that some of onr voters have supported the 
<iemagogic attitude of politicians against their own personal inter- 
ests, their own propei^ies, and thus \mt in jeopardy Iheir hard earned 
savings. They have, as it were, walked un like sheep to the butchers 
only to have their throats cut. Many beliefe that the people have 
become at last personally interested in the fate of thir securities and 
ti e demagogic politician is rcekoii(*(l to be on the slide, at least in his 
attacks on the railroads, the properties of the people. 

It takes the American people some time to awake, but when 
av.-."kencd the;- iici-ouie rather nithless in their anger, especially when 
tl : . 'lecouie to;ivine<-d of the truth — that our railroads are as neces- 
sary, to the busitiett life and hornet of this nation as breath to the 
human body.
